Raised in the Methodist

Contributions to the Wesiey Memorial 
hospital, taken yesterday in the Metho- 
ist ¢huréhes of Atlanta, aggregate 
about $9,000, On account of the inclement 
weather ali. the congregations were small 
and many of the more weli. to do and 
liberal Methodists were not present. In 
view of this fact, the ministers who 
preached the hospital sermons feel great- 
ly pleased at the fesponse given to their 
appeal. The dedication of the hospital at 
an éarly date is assured. 

Bishop Candler announced last night 
that a wealthy member of the Metho- 
dist church jin Atlanta had promised to/ 
give $12,500 provided an equal amount 
was raised by the other Methodists of 
this city. The name of this man was 
withheld at his own request. 

The bishop stated that he was confi- 
dent thé general subscriptions would, 
within the next few days, reach that 
mark, if not pass it. In that event & 
total contribution from the state of about 
$35,000 or $40,000 is looked for. 

The largst sing] donation made yes- 
terday was that of George Winship, who 
presided over the collection at the First 
Methodist church. He gave $!,000, It was 
announced also that another wealthy 
citizen had promised to give a like 
amount, but he was not present at his 
chureh yesterday and his name was 
withheld on that account.

DODGE GUARDED — 
- BY DETECTIVES 


Jerome's Men Keep Close Wate 
on “Pop,” 


| Counsel for Former Atlantan Says 
| Dodge Is Entirely Willing To 
Be Kept Under Surveilance. 
: Case Up Wednes- 

day. 


| "New York, December 25.—Charies F. 
Dodge, who was brought back to this city 
from Texas on Friday to stand trial on 
a charge of perjury in connecNon with 
the Morse-Dodge divorce tangle and who 
was released on his own recognizance 
yesterday at the request of District At- 
torney Jerome, was guarded today by 
several memberg of the detective staff 
attached to the office of the district at- 
torney. He.received no visitors and did 
not leave his hotel. 

His attorney, former Assistant District 
Attorney dames W. Osborne, said that 
whatever has been done by Mr. Jerome 
in providing “suitable guards for Dodge 
has been wholly acquiesced in by Dodge. 

“TI shall do nothing further in the case 
upti]l Mr. Jerome takes up the matter, 
| Probably an Wednesday,’ said Mr, Os- 
borne, ‘I have not seen Dodge since yes- 
'terday. I do not think he objects to the 
|guard placed over him. In fact, I know 
Mr. Jerome was aware before the detec- 
|tives were detailed to keep Dodge in 
|sight that Dodge acquiesced in the mat- 
| ter.”” 


Case Comes Up Wednesday. 

It is said that there will be no move- 
ment made in the case until Dodge goes 
before the grand jury, probably on Wea- 
‘nesday, and that he will remain under 
i guard until the district attorney no 
longer needs him as a witness. 

District Attorney Jerome today stated 
hat he had not qetied on the bar as- 
sociation to take action against certain 
lawyers in connection with the Dodge- 
Morse case. 

“ft wish to deny the statement credited 
to me,’’ said he, “that I have asked fhe 
bar association since the return of 
'Do . to take cognizance of the manner 
in ch certain lawyers interested jn 
the case have conducted themselves, I 
put that denial bluntly.” 

Mr. Osborne, speaking of the probable 
action of the bar association, said: 

“It is almost certain that the bar as- 
sociation will take sone steps in the 
matter, but not until* Mr, Jerome has 
completed his investigation of the case. 
I do not think it likely that the bar as- 
sociation will make any move until Mr.

AID FOR RUSSIAN FARMERS. 


Special Committee Recommends Re- 

forms for Rural Population. 

St. Petersburg, December 25.—The spe- 
cial committee appointed in 1902 to in- 
vestigate the conditions of betterment of 
rural enterprises and the general re- 
vision of peasant laws, of which presi- 
dent of the ministerial council Witte is 
Chairman, has decided in favor of the 
extension of the ‘system of state loans 
by the agricultural bank to land owners, 
especially peasants and commoners, for 
the purchase and improvement of alien 
lands. The emperor has formally ap- 
proved the recommendations. 

The newspapers are warmly approving 
the work of the commission. The Russ 
declares the basis of all reforms must 
be social and political emancipation of 
peasants as proposed by M. Witte.

west of Port Arthur) at ten o’clock 
| Saturday night and occupied the vil- 
lages and, subsequently dislodging 
the enemy, occupied the whole of

| west of Port Arthur) at 2:55 o’clock 
this morning.

‘we were taking sides in the political con- 
troversy now ragimg in France over this 
heroine’s fate. 

“Joan of Airc’s name has been for cen- 
'turies an anti-English cry. It has now 
suddenly become a clerical ery against 
the republic. 

“Nobody can change sentimental legen- 
dary impressions, and if we put up a mon- 
ument to Joan of Arc it ‘would excite as 
much ridicule in France as would be ex- 
cited in England if the French were to 
raise a monument to the duke of Bed- 
ford, the English governor of France in 
Joan of Amc’s time. ' 

“Far better, in my opinion, than per- 
petuating. Joan of Arc’s memory would 
be to erect a monument:to Moliere or to 
‘Montaigne, who influenced our Shakes- 
peare more thany any other man, or to 
Pasteur, who has made the new science 
of the work.

' Port au Prince, Haiti, December 25.—In 
accordance with the verdict of the jury 
in the trial of allegea fraudulent bond 
cases the court has pronounced jud® 
ment as follows: 

It acquits Hebard Roy, former minis- 
ter of finance, and two high Officials; 
condemns Vilbrun Guillaume, former 
minister of war, to penal servitude fur 
life: the high officials of the national 
bank of Haiti are sentenced to four 
years’ imprisonment. Judgment against 
former President Sam M. Gedeon, a 
former minister, and Saint Victor, fomer 
minister of foreign affairs, to three 
years’ imprisonment. Judgment aaginst 
those persons who are in contumacy will 
be pronounced later. 


—— 


The action against the above men- 
tioned persons grew out of an act of the 
Haitien congress of 1902, authorizing 
the consolidation of the national debt 
in a bond issue of about $6,000,000, and 
an additional $213,218 tto be paid the 
bank for financiering the déal. 

Before the transaction was completed 
the government of President Nord came 
into power. The bank officials were im- 
prisoned a year ago on the charge of 
conspiring with the secretary of the 
ttreasury in fraudulently issuing from 
$200,000 to $800,000 in bonds, and of 
aleged bribery. 

The trial began November 28, and of 
the thirty-three persons accused, among 
whom were ex-President Sam, thirteen 
were present, the others having fled.

“This is the worst thing that has hap- 
pened during all the trouble of last 
few weeks,’ said Mrs. Chadwick. a 
never thought my husband would be 
dragged into this affair. It is so unjust, 
for if ever an honest man lived, it is my 
husband.”

stating. that President Rbdeovalt has 
in contemplation a number of changes 
in the consular service abroad. So 
far as we are able to read between the 
lines of that statement, the inspiration 
of the proposed changes is found 
largely in the fact that certain men 
have ‘held consular office for eight 
years or more, and that is considered 
long enough. 

From time to time in the past Pres- 
ident Roosevelt has gone on record as 
favoring the building up of the consu- 
lar service by putting it under a civil 
service system, or something of that 
nature. There has been a pretty 
strong movement to that end, fathered 
originally by earnest theorists, but 
backed latterly by business and 
trade organizations, and in con- 


sequence the gtatus of our con- 
Sular service has been very gen- 


erally discussed. Many of those 
who have, without investigatfon, join- 
ed in this civil service movement 
have argued for it on the ground that 
as most of the men put in the con- 
sulates are politicians, they must nec- 


essarily be poor officials. 


There have, doubtless, been a num- 
ber of bad appointments to the con- 
sular service, just as there have been 
had appointments to other branches 
of the government household, but it 
is by no means safe to assume that 
the great majority of American offi- 
cials abroad are inefficient. Interest- 
ing testimony to the contrary comes 
from both British and German sources, 
where the cry has been for new blood 
in the consular service, and the good 
work done by American consuls is 
cited as illustrating the wisdom of 
the American method as compared 
with the civil service methods of se- 
lection, and especially the continuous 
tenure of office under the Buropean 
Systems. It is complained that hu- 
ropean methods have developed a 
hide-bound, red-tape officialdom dam- 
aging to the promotion of the bus- 
iness interests of those countries. 

While this may not be generally 
true, it is true that the American con- 
sular service, taking it as a whole, 
has done excellently well by the bus- 
iness interests of this country. That 
it may be improved in spots may be 
taken for granted; but there are many 
reasons to doubt the wisdom of cater- 
ing.to the wave of enthusiasm for 
civil service which, under the inspira- 
tion of the present administration, has 
so strong a hold at Washington. 

Perhaps, however, President Roose- 
velt hag been misrepresented by some 
of the enthusiasts. The same news- 
paper articl: that pictures his de- 
termination to “make several new ap- 
pointments in the service, having al- 
ways in mind its highest efficiency,” 
tells that he looks with much favor 
upon the candidacy for the position 
of consul general at Paris of Mr. R. J. 
Thempson, of Chicago, whose qualifi- 
cations for this important post are 
told in this way: 


During the last campaign he made an 
attractive little book of short sayings 
from President Roosevelt's public speeches. 
These were neatly indexed and placed 
under separate heads, so as to be handy 
for reference. The little book was brought 
to the president's attention and pleasea 
him. He and Chairman Cortelyou re- 
garded it highly as a campaign docu- 
ment, and many thousand copies were 
put in circulation. Thompson recently 


came to Washington, asking for appoint- 
ment to Mr. Gowdy’s place, and is 
pressing his case earnestly. 

Mr. Thompson is, we judge from 
this, an eminently excellent man; but 
having some knowledge of the partic- 
ularly good service rendered by Oom 
Jack Gowdy, the present consul gen- 
eral at Paris, we very much doubt 
whether this change would be made 
by one “having in mind always the 
highest efficiency” of the service. 


Against the Mormons. 

It is impossible for one who has not 
had the oppdrtunity to study al] the 
testimony brought out at the Smoot 
hearings to pronounce judicial judg- 
ment upon the main question—wheth- 
er there is anything in Mr. Smoot’s 
relationship to his church making him 
ineligible to membership in the United 
States senate—but the _ revelations 
have certainly been of a character to 
condemn the Mormon church. 

Some of ihe ceremonies described 
by Mormon witnesses display not only 
archaic ignorance, but are positively 
nauseating and disgusting. Outside 
of the remnants of voodoo worship 
found among the ignorant negroes of 
the rice fields along the southern 
coast, nothing quite equal to the en- 
dowment house oaths and scenes has 
been disclosed in this country. 

That the Mormon cnurch counte- 
nances its members continuing to sus- 
tain polygamous marriages, and that 
many of the shining lights of the 
church do sustain such relations in 
defiance of the law, seems to have 
been very clearly established; that the 
conditions in Mormon inner circles 
are such as to impress upon the ig- 
norant members the importance of fol- 
lowing the dictates of the church pow- 
ers ahead of all considerations of the 
law there is an abundance of testi- 
mony; but is there in this anything to 
warrant the unseating of Mr. Smoot? 

He is not a polygamist.’ He is a man 
of business sense and intelligence, and 
there is no charge of his having 
broken any of the laws of the land. 
He is a member of the Mormon apos- 
tolic crew, but apparently not one of 
the ignorant and bigoted kind. He 
probably does wear the union-suit 
underwear which is described as a 
sort of stamp of Mormonism, but a 
good many people who are not Mor- 
mons are guilty of that same crime. 
Has he, however, done anything prov- 
ing his inability to live up to the oath 
he took to support the constitution— 
anything to indicate that he is not, 
and cannot be, a true American? 

He may have. As we have said, it 
would be unwise to attempt a judge-

ment in his case without having first

ures concerning the church, even when 
he is one of the innermost circle, do 
not necessarily implicate Mr. Smoot, 
the individual.

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His Detes Mixed. 

Whatever may be said against him 
by the men whose names he brings 
into his “Frenzied Finance,” and how- 
ever much he may be criticised by 
those whose stocks have been affected 
by his various fulminations, Tom Law- 
son is adding much to the joy of the 
nation these days. 

His latest magazine contribution 
contains much that interests. Once 
more there is Addicks, and incidental- 
ly there is a good deal about the pres- 
idential campaign of 1896, certain de- 
tails of which, while in a sense not 
new, do not suffer in the retelling at 
Mr. Lawson’s hands. 

There is one statement in this feat- 
ure of his story, however, that seems 
to warrant the suggestion of mixed 
dates. In giving what purports to be 
the method resorted to by Mr. Rogers 
in saving the Bay State property to 
Addicks and Lawson, the statement 
is made that within a week of the 
election Mr. Hanna and his republican 
associates were fearful lest Mr. Bryan 
would win. 

At one stage of that campaign Mr. 
Hanna undoubtedly did have grave 
fears of the result, but it was very 
much earlier. As we recall it, the ev- 
idences of popular enthusiasm over 
Bryan were so marked up to the mid- 
dle of August that the republican 
managers had a genuine attack of 
consternation. Then it was Mr. Han- 
na made his famous raid upon Wall 
street: and then it was he succeeded 
in impressing upon the influences in 
control of the great corporations that 
they must “put the screws on.” 

A great fund was raised, as Mr. 
Lawson charges; but it was raised 
long before November, and by the last 
week of the campaign there could 
have been no doubt of the result. 

However, the mixing of the dates 
does not necessarily affect the truth 
of Mr. Lawson's ngrrative—if it is true 
at all. 
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Trade With the Philippines. 

The senate discussion of the Phil- 
ipnines railroad and mining Icgisla- 
tion has served to attract attention to 
the material conditions in the islands 
and particularly to the possibilities 
of development. In this connection 
some facts from the report of the 
collector of customs for the Philip- 
pines, just received at the bureau of 
insular affairs, will prove of interest. 

This report covers the period from 
September 1, 1903, to September l, 
1904. From this we learn that there 
are seven ports of entry in the 
islands, Manila, of course, being the 
principal one. The others, in the or- 
der of their importance, are Lloilo, 
Cebu, Jolo, Zamboanga, Baiabac and 
Bongao. There are 177 coastwise 
ports and subports. 

The customs revenues for the year 

amounted to $7,131,379. For the fis- 
cal year ending June 30, 1904, hemp 
to the value of $10,631,591 was ex- 
ported to the Urited States, on which 
refundable duties to the amount of 
$462,433 was collected. It is stated 
that the total refundable duty on 
hemp since the passage of the act of 
March, 1902, has amounted to $1,060,- 
426. 
, The importance of the inter-island 
trade is shown by the fact that in 
1904, 8,598 coastwise vessels entered 
and 8,750 cleared, the combined ton- 
nage of which was 1,797,125 tons. 
During the same period 890 foreigy 
vessels entered and 954 cleared, the 
total tonnage of these aggregating 
3,116,124 tons. 

An interesting feature of the report 
is the collector’s reterence to Filipino 
labor. He says: 

The question of labor in the Philip- 
pines has ceased to be a critical one. 
Despite the gloomy predictions of many 
thoroughly sincere’ investigators and 
writers on the subject, the Filipino la- 
borer has conclusively demonstrated 
that he is a practicable and dependable 
element in the industrial development 
of these islands. In the past two years 
several immense enterprises have been 
successfully carried on solely with the 
aid of Filipino laborers. All goods ar- 
riving at or leaving the port of Manila 
are handled by natives. During the past 
year the operation of the customs “‘ar- 
rastre plant’’ has been entirely in the 
hands of native labor, including’ the 
steam tramway and four large steam 
cranes. The Filipinos make good clerks, 
copyists, typewriters, sub-inspectors 
and, in some instances, excellent fidu- 
clary officers. In the handling of cash, 
in subordinate posftions, they have 
shown a high degree of accuracy and in- 
tegrity. As marine officers and engin- 
eers, especially in the latter capacity, 


they have exhibited a skill, fidelity and 
courage which entitle them to unstinted 


admiration. 
This is high praise, especially valua- 


ble coning from such a source. It may 
not be particularly relished bv those 
exploiters who have been crying for 
the introduction of Chinese labor on 
the ground that the Filipino was “no 
good,” but it agrees with the investi- 
gation of all sincere students of Phil- 
ippines conditions. 


The Americans at Oxford. 

The London correspondent of The 
New York Tribune presents an inter- 
esting picture of the young Americans 
who are now at Oxford holding Cecil 
Rhodes scholarships. Having spent 
some time at the ancient seat of learn- 
ing mingling with his fellow Ameri- 
cans, he tells of the environments in 
which these find themselves and the 
impressions the new life has made 
upon them. 

In the way these young men have

une correspondent finds illustration of 
that adaptability which is, whetz-r 
we know it or not, one of tie <nost 
‘striking of American traits. “The 
American students,” he writes, “ap- 
preciating their indebtedness to the 
great Englishman who founded the 
scholarships, have not entered upon 
their work at Oxford ‘in a critical 
spirit. They are here for work and, 
with a few exceptions, they do not 
take too serious a view of themselves, 
but are modest and are willing to take 
the Oxford academic system as they 
find it and to get all they can out 
of it.” 


The American boys have been wel! 
received at the colleges to which they 
were assigned and have settled down 
to work. “Every one speaks well of 
them,” the writer says, ‘and there is 
no prejudice against them.” Telling 
of the surroundings of the men, he 
cites conditions at Brasenose college, 
where Georgia’s representative, Mr. R. 
P. Brooke, is located: 


At Brasenose, for example, there are 
four Americans—from Georgia, Delaware, 
New York and Oklahoma. Tihey have 
been taken into a large family of Eng- 
lish dons ang undergraduates, and are 
made welcome in all the rooms. Rank, 
wealth, poverty, colonial training and 
American experience are not felt as hin- 
drances to social intercourse. There are 
no cliques, there is no snobbishness. 
Men meet on a common level of equality, 
breakfast and take luncheon together, rub 
against one another and become tolerant 
and flexible. The students are brought 
into close contact with their instructors 
and tutors and have more intimate re- 
lations with them than the conditions 
of American university life allow. 


The feature of their new life most 
unique to them is the traditional dis- 
cipline of the colleges. Of-this Ths 
Tribune correspondent writes: 


What is most distasteful to a majority 
of the American students is the tradi- 
tional discipline of the colleges. The 
average age of the contingent is twenty- 
two; they are, with few exceptions, tall, 
broad shouldered men; and while they 
are entering Oxford ata time of life 
when seniors are receiving their diplomas 
at Harvard, Yale, Princeton, Brown. Co- 
lumbia and Cornell, they are treated here 
as inexperienced boys, work with tutors 
at their elbows, are subjected to watch- 
ful surveillance and are fined and dis- 
ciplined if they are outside the gates 
after hours. Some of them have been 
valedictorians at American colleges, liks 
the energetic Mr. Nixon, who is now at 
Balliol, after a successful career. at 
Wesleyan; some of them have been teach- 
ers, like Mr. Verner, of South Caro- 
lina, who is at Christ church, and at 
least one, Mr. Scholz, has been a col- 
lege lecturer and is fitting himself at 
Worcester for an important chair in the 
University of Wisconsin. For thought- 
ful, mature men of this order the re- 
straining influences of paternal govern- 
ment must be irksome. Some of them 
say that they dislike the restrictions »n 
their liberty, but there is no evidence 
that they are seriously irritated or an- 
noyed. They are quick to catch the 
humor of the thing ang to describe the 
colleges as kindergartens for adults, or 
as academic nurseries with awkward 
tutors and ugly proctors in place of gov- 
ernesses and nursemaids. he majority 
are amused, and in a tolerant spirit a>- 
commodate themselves to their new en- 
vironment. One of the commonest phrases 
among them ts “playing the game.”’ They 
plume themselves on their skill in adapt- 
ing themselves to new conditions and 
putting up with restrictions which they 
consider unnecessary and beneath their 
dignity. 

Of the forty-three representatives of 
aS many states, thirteen are taking 
law, nine have entered for the class- 
ics, eight for ancient or modern his- 
tcry, three for science, four for mod- 
ern languages, three for Enlish stud- 
ics, one for theology, and two are 
undetermined, though with a trend to- 
ward the law. The students all are 
impressed by the thoroughness of the 
Pnglish method of instruction; they 
feel they are being educated over 
again.

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Earlier Sessions of Congress. 

The joint resolution introduced by 
Representative Livingston, providing 
an earlier date for presidential and 
congressional elections and the sitting 
of congress at an earlier date than 
December of each year, will, ?f it does 
nothing else, serve to draw the at- 
tention of the country to one of. the 
weaknesses of the present system. 

Congress should convene at least 
two months earlier than it now does. 
Colonel Livingston maxes provision 
for this in his resolution. Under the 
present system, it is invariably true 
that practically nothing is done dur- 
ing the three weeks of the session be- 
fore the Christmas holidays. No 
sooner does congress convene than 
it is called upon to make provision 
for the Christmas recess, and while 
some work may be done in the com- 
mittees, the condition may be proper- 
ly described as one of demoralization 
rather than business. [t is a natural 
condition incident to the system. 

A much needed reform is in the date 
of the assembling of the new con- 
gress. Under the present system, the 
congress elected in November, 1904, to 
illustrate, does not assemble until De- 
cember of the year following. This 
system deprives the people of their 
rights to prompt legislation in line 
with the issues upon which the con- 
gress has been elected. While it may 
be true that a cooling down “spell” 
ought to follow each period of election 
excitement, there is no call for so long 
a wait between the election and the 
convening of a new congress, and 
there should be a change. 

Colonel Livingston’s suggestion 
that the elections should be held as 
early as the first week in September 
looks all right. There is no good rea- 
son for the present long wait between 
the meeting of the nominating conven- 
tions and the election. This is shown 
by the slump in interest immediately 
following the conventions, when for 
nearly two months next ,to nothing is 
done. As a_ general proposition, it 
looks as if two months, or two and a 
half, of active campaigning in the 
presidential election ought to be suf-

Editor Constitution: If the twelve cot- 
ton states will get together and, as 
states, agree to buy and contro] al] the 
cotton raised in each state, paying the 
farmer 9 cents for all cotton delivered 
by November ! on basis of middling, 9% 
cents on February |! and !0 cents on 
May !, the state selling this cotton 10 
cents delivered by November !, 10% 
cents by February ! and |i cents by 
May I. 

Each state to have three commissioners 
to represent it, by this arrangement, if 
Georgia made 1,500,000 bales the state 
would get $5 per bale, or over $7,000,000 
profit on each crop.

This apparatus is désigned for 
ready adjustment ’to the pipe. It con- 
sists of three pieces of metal, the fun- 
nel, a circUlar disk fastened to the smal] 
‘end by which the thing it fitted close- 
'ly to the pipe, where it is held by a strap 
of metal passing over and around the 
pipe and secured at either side of tne 
'disk. A piece of asbestos is used to bring 
about a tighter union between the met- 
al disk holding the funnel and the sur- 
| face .of the pipe in order to provide that 
‘all the air passing from the room 
through the pipe shall be drawn through 
'the funnel. It will be readily seen that | 
if from any cause gas escapes into the | 
room it wii] be drawn into the pipe and 
outward through the chimney, thereby 
preventing any danger of persons becom- 
ing 4sphyxiated.

Negro Shot to Death with Double 
Barrel Gun— Youth Fatally 
Wounded—A Riot Call Was 
Sent In—Attempt Made 
To Murder Merchant. 


There was one fatal -shooting affair 
in the city on Christmas day, one man 
was shot whose death is only a matter 
of hours, and a few other people were 
hurt either in fights or from accidents. 
Atianta was enjoying a quiet holiday 
Seae0n so far as could be judged from 
the absence of disorder on the streets, 
but in the suburbs, eggnog and nog 
without the egg were getting in their 
work. 

One serious row was threatened dur- 
ing the day and the riot call] was sent 
into police barracks. Whites and blacks 
had hecome involved in a free for all 
fight and a number of drunken men de- 
fled arrest. 

The man killed was Rich Pulliam, a 
negro who spent much of his time in 
the stockade, and the negro who shot 
and killed him was Jim Christian. Pul- 
liam was drunk and went to Christian’s 
home, at No. 500 Butler street, and, 
after raising a raw, drew a_ pistol. 
Christian got the drop on him and fired 
a load of turkey shot into his head from 
a double-barrel shotgun. 

Captain Moon, with Officers Bain and 
Hollingsworth, went to the scene of the 
killing ,and Officers. Whatley and Ros- 
ser a little later caught Christian near 
Ponce deLeon and sent him to the police 
barracks. Christian says he killed Pul- 
liam in self defense. He told the of- 
ficers when arrested that he wanted to 
practice killing negroes. 

Gave HimselZ Up. 

About 10 o’clock yesterday morning 
Edgar Hawk, a negro, rushed wildly 
into the police barracks, and cried out: 

“For God’s sake, somebody tell me 
quick where is the place to give up 
yourself?’”’ 

When asked what was the matter, 
Hawk replied: 

“I have just shot Ollie Livingston,. at 
No. 209 Irwin street, and I believe he 
is going to die.’’ 

Hawk was locked up, and an investi- 
gation showed that he had shot Living- 
ston accidentally while playing with a 
loaded pistol. Livingston was sent to 
the Grady hospital, where it was ascer- 
tained that a bullet had penetrated his 
abdomen, inflicting a wound which will 
probably prove fatal.™ 

Riot Call Set Ti.

Washington, December 25.—The annual 
report of the Dawes commission on its 
work for the five civilized tribes of In- 
dians in Indian Territory, which was 
made public today is a general review of 
the partition and allotment of the lands 
of these Indiang during the past six 
years. 

The time consumed in the change 
from the old system to the new by the 
commission has been a most irksome 
period to the people of Indian Territory, 
and the commission is not unmindful of 
the fact that to many candid-observers 
the execution of the task has seemed to 
be both tedious and expensive.”’ 

While admitting that criticism wag to 
be expected the report goes on to say 
that it' is not just, and to show that the 
time has been well occupied in securing 
a current roll of the people, in obtain- 
ing a correct inventory of their property 
and in locating improvements. 

Great Volume of Work. 

Of the difficulties of these various di- 
visions of the work they say: 

“Every adult or head of a family, in 
a total of more than 200,000 citizens and 
claimants, was personally examined, and 
his previous tribal record was looked 
up. Of this number, and in this way, 
more than 120,000 have been examined 
since June 28, 1898. The proceedings 
were all taken down, egpecially as every 
case could be carried to Washington on 
appeal, and often the record.of a single 
case was hundreds of pages in extent. 
Of the above number of people, approx- 
imately 90,000 will be finally adjudged 
to lawfully possess tribal membership 
and property rights; and it can readily 
be seen how a less careful course of pro- 
cedure would have utterly dissipated the 
properties of the tribes. 

“As to the apfraisement of the land, it 
was thought that tracts of 40 acres, or 
a quarter of a quarter of a section, was 
as small a division as could reasonably 
be the subject of personal inspection. 
This acreage was adopted as the unit 
in determining the grade and value of 
land, but even this required the locating, 
inspecting, classifying and valuing of 
nearly 500,000 tracts of land, 

“As for safeguarding the octupancy 
and improvement rights of the people, 
their thhouses, barns, fences and other 
improvement had to be located by actual 
surveys and by minute accuracy. Per- 
haps hardly a man in the. territory 
knew the sect®nal divisions of his farm 
.or the sectional line of a single one of 
‘his improvements, and hence there was 
no source of accurate information re- 
gspecting these matters except the sur- 
veys and location of improvements made 
by the commission.”

The daily hour for athletics during two 
weeks prior to any competitive even. 
may be utilized for special training of 
men to be entered in that competition. 

“On a day during the last week of 
the months of March, April, May and. 
September, to be designated by the post 
commander, there will be a post-athletic 
meet when all duties except the neces- 
sary guard and fatigue will be suspend- 
ed, and the day devoted to carrying out 
the programme of athletic events here- 
inafter prescribed, for department com- 
petitions and in addition such other 
events for individuals, or teams, as will 
make the exercises both beneficial and 
ir§eresting. 

“Orders announcing the programme of 
the mvyeet and information necessary to 
a complete ungerstanding by officers 
and men of what is desired, will be pub- 
lished by the post comm@nder in ample 
time for careful preparation. Within 
three days after each athletic meet (ex- 
cepting September) reports giving the 
events with full names, rank of winners 
and records in each, will be made tnrougn 
official channels to department headquar- 
ters by the athletic representatives, when 
names of winners with records will be 
published in department orders. 

Events not laid down in the rules of, 
the Amateur Athietic Union of the Uni-| 
ted States or other prescribed rules, wi. 
be described in sufficient detail to en- 
able their adoption of other’ posts. 

Whenever they can, the rules of the 
Amateur Athleti¢ Union of the United 
States will apply. 

‘‘Post commanders will, if practicable, 
appropriate from the profits of the post 
exchange a reasonable amount for ath- 
letics and prizes for competitions. For 
the post athletic meet it will conduce 
to additional interest and more effectual 
competition, if the prizes consist of im- 
plements, apparel or apparatus necessary 
in training itor, or competing in, the par- 
ticular event. 

The winner of an event at a post 
graduate meet will not be allowed to 
compete again that year at that post 
in tnat particular event, except at the 
September meet, when entries will not 
be restricted. ‘:he pust meet in Septem- 
ber will be a competition among the 
winners of the year at the post meets 
in the events herein specified for places 
on the post team to compete at the det- 
partment nieet.’’ 

The greatest effort will be made to 
promote competition in various events, 
both individual and teams, throughout 
the entire year, ‘between posts in the 
department. 

Permission, under proper restrictions, 
may be granted by post commanders to 
visit other posts or nearby cities for the 
purpose of taking part in athletic con- 
tests; such permission not to be con- 
sidered a leave of absence or furlough, 
but will be noted on returns same as 
absence under paragraph 65 A. R. 

Instructjon will be given in swimming 
whenever practicable, within the depart- 
ment, espécially at the seacoast posts. 

At all posts provided with well equip- 
ped gymnasiums there will be held two 
indoor meets during the winter months, 
one tn December and one in February. 

DEPARTMENT ATHLETICS. 

As soon as possinle after the post ath- 
letic meet in September of each year, 
there will be held a department athletic 
meet, where tle post teams will compete 
in the events hereinafter prscribed under 
iustructions to be issued hereafter. 

The number of contestants constituting 
post teams at department meets will be 
restricted to one from each troop of 
cavalry or company of infantry and two 
from each company of artillery. Members 
of teams may be entered for any or all 
events in prescribed programme, or may 
be substituted for each other, such en- 
tries or substitutions to be made prior 
to 3 p m. of day previous to that set for 
the event. 

For the department meet an amount 
equal to $2 for each organization par- 
ticipating will be subseribed by each 
exchange fund and sent to the repre-

and each officer in the de- 
partment is requested to subscribe $l 
and send same to the representative for 
department aghletics on July |! each year, 
all for the purpose of procuring prizes 
for the department contest. 


The winners of the. different classes | 


of events will constitute the department 
athletic team. Unless there are at least 
three entries in any event, no prize or 
points will be awarded in that event. 
The members of the department team 
will be known as the ‘‘champton (class) of 
the department of the gulf for the year 
To each member will be given a 
suitable insignia. 

Members of the department team can- 
not again compete in the department 
meet. Special competitions for ‘‘chame- 
pions’’ will be devised later.

The lowly and the poor 
have the rights of man restored to them. 
After the son of God becoming a brother 
to the lowliest amongst men, the dignity 
and equality of man is given by Christ 
to the world. 

“God with us. The mercy of Gad will, 
in His inearate son, pass over the 
vineyards of this world, and come into 
our fields of wheat, to lay hold of the 
bread and wine, and in their form, by 
the mystery of transubstantiation, form 
His body and His blood, to give us food 
and drink for our souls, so that His 
mercy may have its triumphant fulfill- 
ment, because by holy communion, we 
are in Him, and He is in us. God with 
us; He will also Mve upon our altars, 
and dwell in the midst of our hearts. 
His name shall be called Emmanuel— 
God with us. 

‘The son of God took another merci- 
ful step when He appeared upon earth 
as a child. The son of God might have 
appeared as a grown man. But He 
did not do this. He abased Himself, 
and lay in the crib as a helpless infant. 
He appeared as a child, full of love, full 
of tenderness, full of joy. The child 
looks at every one; at sight of The child 
all fear vanishes. All may approach a 
child without fear. the high and the 
low, the learned and the ignorant, the 
rich and the poor. How near has God 
come to us! What opens more easily 
than the hands of a little child? God 
with us in the form of a child leads us

triumph is a triumph of love, for He 
the merciful God, became a child. This 
infant, so helpless in the erfB holds 
the world In His arms. He is the life 
that animates the ‘church, in Him 1s 
the strength of the martyrs, with which 
they shed their blood for love of Him, 
in Him is the virtue of every Saint. 
What a worgferful triumph Emmanuel 
celebrates; God with us, in the weakness 
of an infant overcomes all obstacles in 
the world. 

“Out of love for us the Son of God 
hag taken a step further in His mercy. 
He appeared among us in poverty. He 
rejects all earthly possessions, all 
wealed, for He needed them not. Why 
did He choose poverty? Undoubtedly 
He is nearer to us in poverty, more God 
with us than if He had appeared in 
wealth. When Cyrus had vanquished 
the Persians by the sword he possessed 
dominion over them, but when he 
wished to win the hearts of the Per- 
sians he clothed himself as a Ruasian. 
That is how our Savior wished to win 
our hearts. Now, all hearts feel drawn 
towards Him, especially those of the 
poor. There is only one thing that can 
console the poor in their poverty: it is 
Christ the vior, born poor into. this 
world. How near the poor are to the 
Divine Child Jesus! 

“His name shall be called Mmmanuel 
God with us, with us in His humanity, 
in His childhood, in His poverty. 

“To the Blessed Suso was shown the 
Christ Child on Christmas night, lying 
on thorns, and he was told that he who 
wished to have the Christ Child for his 
own must take Him out of the thorns. 
And we will take the divine Infant out 
of the thorns of His abasement, out of 
the thecns of His child-like humility, 
out of the thorns of His poverty. Then 
we will beseech Him to renew and 
strengthen in us the spirit of self-renun- 
ciation, the simplicity of our hearts, 
the léve of poverty. so that the divine 
Infant will make us His own, and he 
and remain with us through all eternity, 
our Emmanuel—God with us—amen.”’ 
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Rev. A. R. Holderby preaches at the 
morning service from the text: 1! Tim. 
vi:!18: “Kine of Kings and Lord of 
Lords.” 

He said in part: 

“If the newspapers are correct in their 
reports, it seems that Dr. Lyman Ab- 
bott, of New York, hag renounced his 
faith in the Bible and in God. In a re- 
cent address before the students of Yale 
collgfze, he is reported as saying that 
his religion is not founded upon the 
Bible, and that he no longer believes in 
a personal God or in a First Great Cause. 

“But Dr. Abott’s infidel views do not 
change the fact that the Bible is the 
word of God, and that the orily religion 
worth having is revealed in the word of 
God, and that God is the First Great 
Cause, and that he is a personal God. 
Dr. ADbott is doing a vast deal of harm, 
not to the Bible, but to the young men 
of this country by his false utterances, 
coming as they do from one who poses 
as a minister of Jesus Christ. : 

“This man is far more dangerous than 
Rovert Ingersom, or than any other 
athiest or infidel, because they hated the 
the Christian religion, while Dr. Albbott 
professes to be a Christian. But all the 
raving of these infidels cannot affect 
the truth of the Bible.

“Let us gather some lessons today 
from this truth, that Jesus Christ is 
‘King of Kings and Lord of Lords.’ 

‘“1. This truth should inspire Gord's 
people with confidence. 

“If Jesus Christ is king of kings, then 
the church is safe. 

“The jgates of hell shall not prevail 
against it. Wickedness may, and tndeed 
does abound, but Jesus Christ is king 


of kings. 

‘This world does not belong to the 
devil, but to Jesus Christ, and he will yet 
rule over aii. 

“The kingdoms of this world shall be- 
come the kingdoms of our Lord and his 
Christ. ; 

“Christ is more honored and joved to- 


day than ever before, and his name is 
uttered by more human tongues than 
any other name in heaven or on earth. 

‘2. We should iet this king of kings 
rule in our hearts,.in our lives and in 
our homes. When he comes into our 
lives all evil will be driven out. 

‘The trouble is that we yill not allow 
this king to rule in us. When Christ 
rules in our lives, then we become. lfke 

and our will shall be in subjection 


. ‘work jwill ona ay 
bow to the scepter of this ‘King of 
Kings and Lord of Lords.’ 

“Crowns are fall from the heads 
of earthly kings, so t one day there 
will be ‘but the one crowned king in 
the universe, and that king will be 
Jesus. 

“Let us today, as we celebrate the 
birth of our Lond, crown him in our 
hearts and lives, Lord of all. Jesus 
Christ is ‘King of Kings and Lord of 
Lords,’ and is today seated upon the 
throne of universal empire, whether we 
crown him or not.”’ 
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Special Christmas services at the Cen- 
tral Congregational church yesterday 
drew large congregations both morn- 
ing and evening.

The text was a clause from Romans, 
vil, 32, “How shall be not with Him 
also give us all things.’ Dr. Jenk- 
ins apoke of the supernatural manifesta- 
tiong of Christ’s personality, in His life, 
His teachings, His miracles, and said 
that these things, though supernatural 
to the human mind were but natural in 
the person of Christ. Emphasis was 
laid upon the fact that the very founda- 
tion of the Christian religion is based 
upon the supernatural—take this away 
and the entire fabric is destroyed.

His 
reply is intensely interesting to us be- 
cause it gives us Christ's own view of 
His work; and we see in it also His 
pian for the church, Christ did not heal 
the afflicted merely to reveal his divine 
power, but through love and compassion, 
and this ministering to the body in order 
that He might minister as well to the 
higher needs of humanity.

“Note the successive steps in His

Hos- 
pitals, homes orphanges and all ‘these 
agencies for the relief of suffering and 
want are but messengers to convey the 
gospel; they are not the message itself. 

‘‘We rejoice that the poor receive more 
attention than ever in the world’s his- 
tory, we rejoice in the multiplied agencies 
for the relief of pain and sorrow, but 
let us be sure that in every effort to 
bless that we carry the gospel message. 
for that alone regenerates the heart and 
purifies the life.”

given out by President J. A. Taylor, of 
the association tonight. 

President Taylor announces that the 
following meetings will be held for the 
purpose of awakening an interest in the 
odjects of the associafion. For the states 
of Louisiana, Arkansas and Eastern Tex- 
as, at Shreveport, La., December 28, Ten- 
nessee, Mississippi and Arkansas, at 
Memphis, Tenn: December 29; and Geor- 
gia, Florida, Alabama, the Carolinas and 
Virginia, at Atlanta, Ga., December 30. 

The association has only recently come 
in existence, having general headquarters 
here. The only object is collection of ab- 
solutely accurate information  reltive 
to the cotton crop for the ginners, who 
are members, and the dissemination of 
this report in advance of other reports, 
in order that injurious stories as to crop 
conditions may be counterbalanced in 


effect. 


DIVORCE AND REMARRIAGE. 


A Startling Step Taken by the Cler- 
gy of Trinity Church. 
(From The New York Times.) 

The clergy of ‘Trinity have taken a 
rather startling step in announcing their 
intention not to remarry any divorced 
persen, not even any innocent party di- 
voreed for the cause of adultery. 

This is obviously a step in advance, 
or jt anybody choose, in arrear, oft the 
ground taken by the Protestant Episco- 
pal church, ot which tnese clergymen 
are ministers. It even implies a Criucisin 
upon tme proceedings or tnat Churcn, 

waich at its iast geueral convention dis- 
iinctly aecuned to go the length gone 
vy the ciergy of Tr-nity, and 10 foroid 
3 clergy to solemnize the remarriage 
or the innocent party in such a case, it 
SS true that the church deciined to de- 
clare it the duty of a minister to re- 
marry such a person, or lo inflict upon 
nim any pains or penalties for refusing 
to do so. But that refusal seems, jn 
conjunction with the refusal to forbid 
the solemnization of sucn marriages, to 
have been intended as a relief to the 
tender conscience of an individual cler- 
gyman, and a means of enabling him to 
escape any inviduous consequences of 
his doubts about the merits or any indi- 
viduai case that might come before him. 

The, joint action of the clergy of Trin- 
ity, on the other hand, can have pro- 
ceeded only upen the Roman theory of 
the ‘‘sacramental’’ character of marriage, 
and of its absolute indissolubility from 
any cause arising after it. This is a 
theory which the Protestant Episcopal 
church has distinctly declined to adopt. 
I¢ that church had adopted it, we be- 
lieve it would to that extent have lost 
the public confidence in the wisdom of 
its leadership in such matters, and to 
that extent its very valuable influence 
in the community. And jit is at least 
open to question whether the clergy of 
Trinity in joining to take publicly a 
ground their church has declined to take, 
have shown themselves idoyal ministers 
of that church, submissive to its author- 
ity.

'It Is Still in Existence in a House 
Near Georgetow:). 
(From The Washington Star.) 

For a number of years Joseph I. Keef- 
er, a member of the Oldest Inhahbitatants’ 
Association this city, claims he has 
been trying to locate the old-fashioned 
| cradle in which General George Washing- 
| ton was rocked to sleep by his venerable 
bl ack “‘aunty’’ nurse, in the good old days 
| of long ago. before he was old enough to 
‘hack away at the famous cherry tree with 
his little hatchet. After his long search 
| Mr. Keefer says hé at last had the pleas- 
ure of issuing the reversal relic, and he 
has issued a little pamphlet in which he 
tells of his fina. 
| “The cradle is made of mahogany,” he 
| Says, ‘and stands upon long spindle legs 
about the height of an ordinary bedstead. 
It is a very antique affair, and must have 
‘ibeen an expensive cradle, for in those 
| days the family was rich and prosperous, 
/}and the young heir of Augustine Wash- 
ington and Mary Ball was well provided 
'for in his babyhood approach. General 
| Washington was much attached to this 
one piece of furniture, and had it care- 
| fully saved at Mount Vernon. Park Cus- 
tis, his adopted son, tells us the general 
| often shawed it to his friends and rela- 
tives, and thev. usually enjoved a hearty 
laugh at the amusing picture which he 
gave them as he described its use and 
i history. After General Washington died 
' the cradle was handed down in the fam- 
ilv ,and it is now in the old Lyles house, 
near Georgetown, D. C. 

“Tt was at the home of Esther Bal 
Chinn, in Toudon county, Vinginia, that 
Mary Bail, Washington's mother, while

Flood of Unregistered Paper 


Money Turned Loose 


It Is Said That Specie Reserves of 
the Empire Exist Mostly on 
Paper—The Present Out- 
look for Fimanciers Is 
Very Bad.

St. Petersburg, December 25.—Your core 
respondent had to resort to extraordinary 
precautions to get this letter across the 
frontier, as much for his sake as for the 
paper. He learned on what must be con- 
sidered very good authority that Russia 
is ftlim-flamming the world by printing 
monthly several millions roubles, paper, 
that are not registered in the official liste 
—printing and issuing them. 

The thing leaked out when the minister 
of finance had to admit, the other day, 
that he made an “inofficial’’ issue of a 
hundred million roubles in paper to bridge 
over a scarcity of cash 

This comes on top of the 
covery that Russia’s silver 
serves exist partly on paper only—I, O. 
l’.’s, so to speak. Officially tne bank- 
note circulation has increased 40 per cent 
since the beginning of the war 833,000,000 
roubles, instead of 590,000,000 roubles. 
Your correspondent learns that 20,000,- 
000 roubles in paper money are issued 
weekly without noticg to the proper 
financial authorities, that is Russia’s 
forelgn creditors. 

Consequently the question 
minds is: Is the gold reserve intact? 
Rumore have it tnat it is not, that in 
|fact it never was as large as officially 
announced. At the ministry of finance 
your correspondent was told what fol- 
lows: 

“One bank-note Issue of 833,000,000 Ig 
backed by gold to the amount of 854,- 
000,000. Aside from that, foreign coun- 
tries owe Russia 159,000,000 in gold. 
Hence we might issue 300 more millions 
in paper without bankrupting the coune- 
try. 

MORE PAPER MONEY 

From other sources your correspondent 
learns that Russia is preparing to print 
another issue of paper money—officially, 
what she prints and issues inofficialiy no 
one knows.

Answer—The grass is not in bloom or 
in seed, and I cannot determine what 
species it really is, but am quite certain 
it is not red top (agrostis valgare). Pos- 
Sibly it did not spring from the seed 
bought das red top, but is a native wild 
grass. If you will send me a good speci- 
men with flower or seed heads I will 
endeavor to give you the name of it. 
Yoyr speciment somewhat resembles a 
gr@ss known as nimble will. 


NITROGEN ON COTTON AFTER COW- 
PBAS. 

E. c. L., Sumter, S. C.—I have some 
land given up entirely to cowpeas this 
year, sowed broadcast, made a fine yield 
of vines, which I mowed off for hay. I 
think I harvested about a ton per acre, 
Now I wish to plant this same land in 
cotton another year and would like to 
know something about fertilizing it. How 
much nitrogen would such a growth of 


Do you think such land needs a ferti- 
lizer containing any ammonia? 

Anawer—The stubble from a crop of 
cowpeas yieffing one ton of hay wilt not 
have supplied enough nitrogen to the 
soi] to render it unnecessary to apply a 
fertilizer containing nitrogen to a suc- 
ceeding crop of cotton. There are some 
agricultural writers (even editors of agri- 
cultural] journals) who seem to think that 
such added nitrogen would not be need- 
ed, but I strongly suspect that their 
views are not based on actual experience, 
but are theoretical] only. According to 
my experience successive crops of cow- 
peas in regular rotation (the vines mown 
for hay) will gradually dimimish the ne- 
cessity for nitrogen in a fertilizer, and if 
but very light fertilizing is practiced such 
fertilizer may consist of phosphoric acid 
and potash alone, but it will be a num- 
ber of years (I°icannot say how many) 
before nitrogen in a fertflizer may be dis- 
pensed with, if lideral fertilizing is prac- 
ticed. 


SOTA, A SOY BEAN. 

John F. Stewart, Greenback, N. C.— 
Would like information of the nutritive 
value of soy or soja beans. Is there any 
danger of their killing cattle, horses, 
hogs,’ etc., and the best way to feed to 
cows and hogs? They seem to stimulate 
some, and would the pean be good for 
coffee? The. general price per bushel 
grass known as “Nimble WIiIl.” 
are good for? 

Answer—The soy or soja bean tanks 
very high in the scale of nutritiveness 
standing about the head of the list of 
legumes, in this respect. The seeds are 
exceedingly nutritious and are quite oily, 
but are not particularly relished by live 
etock, There is probably no more danger 
in feeding soja beans to stock than in 
feeding cowpeas, sorghum and other 
plants and seeds. The plants make a 
very good hay, yielding about as much 
per acre as cowpeas, but the soja does 
not succeed so well on this land as 
does the cowpea. 

The beans are used by some people as 
a substitue for coffee and are perhaps as 
good a substitue (if any substitute can be 
good) as any other. Perhaps I should 
say that a soja bean decoction, fixed up 
about Christmas? All of the uses they 
no coffee at all.”” The seeds are sold 
in market only for planting purposes and 
generally fetch from $! to $1.50 per 
bushel, the latter price in the hands of 
seedsmen. 

The soja beam is not so much cultivated 
in the south as it was ten or mote years 
ago. It does not seem to take the place 
of cowpea for any purpose, 


SKIPPERS IN BACON. 

Rufe Cochran, Kichton, Miss. I wisn 
someone to tell. me a good way to SAVs 
good a substitute (if any substitute can be 
to know some way to prevent bugs fron, 
getting on it during the summer.

Answer: According to my experience 
the main thing is to do tne butchering 
as early in the winter as practicable, so 


that the joints may be hung up to dry | 


or smoke and be ready to put away for 
the summer before the skipper fiy puts 
in its appearance. The butchering shoul: 
be done preferably before the end of De- 
cember, but certainly not later than the 
first week in January. After lying in sah 
with sugar and cream, is ‘better than 
shou'td be ready to hang up. Select . 
cool, windy day, if practicable. When 
the joints have become sufficiently 
smoked and dry, dip each im a pot of 
boiling water for about ten or fifteen 
minutes, scrape and wipe clean and dry 
as possible. Wrap each joint in several 
thickness of tough, thick paper (hard- 
ware paper is best), slip each into a light 
cloth bag (flour sacks are just the thing), 
meat end down, first tying a twine string 
loop around the hock end. Tie the moutl, 
of the bag around the loop, above the 
hock end, and hang each joint in a dark, 
cool place. 

At the time of dipping into the scald- 
ing water and scraping and cleaning, a 
sharp. search should be made for skip. 
pers or other maggots, for they sometimes 
get into the meat before the smoking is 
done. 

If there is a better way than the above 
I do not know it. Do not use borax or 
any other chemicals. They are dangerous, 
If any reader has a better plan let us 
have it at once. 


FORCING EARY FRUITAGE OF COT- 
TON. 


G. W. Holmes, Gilliam, La. Will it pay 
to use any kind of fertilizer for forcing 
early fruiting and maturity 
on rich, moist, red river land, that wil: 
make 34 to {| 1I-2 bales per acre or- 
dinarily, but is slow about fruiting? If 
so, what kind and how much and at what 
cost? 

Answer: It is practicable to hasten to 
a considerable extent the blooming, fruit- 
ing and opening of cotton by proper cul- 
tural methods and to some extent by 
proper fertilizing. In the first place, , 
would bed up the “rich, moist, red, river 
land’’ as early in the spring as may be 
convenient, taking care to finish out be- 
tween the beds with well-opened, widu 
furrow, to serve the purpose of surface 
drainage. From one to two weeks before 
the date of planting the cotton seed open 
the beds with a small shovel and scatter 
in these open fu rows from 200 to 300 
pounds oz simple acid phosphate and 
cover, without plowing tne beds down. 
Just ahead of the planter hammer the 
beds until smooth and mellew, plant tue 
seed in a shaliew furrow along the center 
of the beds and scatter along in the fu: 
row with the seed about 25 pounds o 
nitrate of soda per acre. Or instead of 
puting the nitrate ®, the planting seed 
furrow you may gwatter it along on the 
surface just above the covered seeds, 
after the latter have been planteu anu 
covered. 

The object of the small dose of nitrate 
of soda is to secure promptly strong, 
healthy, vigorous seeding plants, so that 


in cotton |}. larger per acre, remembering to put 
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'vou have are not in proper proportions | 
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maturing variety, one that you have 
found to be suited to the soil in question. 
Allow me to stiggest, however, that such 


a soil (if bottom land), is par excellence— |

FORMULA FOR CUTTON., 

L. W., Grovetown, Ga.—I have 30 acres 
of jand, very fine. 1 want tu plant halt 
in cotton and half in corn, and ‘have 
bought one ton cotton meal, one ton (4 
per cent) acid and ene kainit, and want 
to put the amount on 15 or 16 acres of 
cotton, Advise me if I want anything 
more to make a first-class fertilizer for 
oak land with dark gray soil with red 
clay from 4 to 10 inches down? Land will 
make from 1,000 to 
cotton per acre with 200 pounds 8:4 acid 
and 100 pounds cotton meal per acre, but 
it has got to where it lacks something, 
for I will find lots of stalks that have 
all seed and no lint on them. Advise me 
what is best for a big crop on a small 
quantity of land, as you know what I 
have bought, you will know how to ad- 
vise? If I] need something else, say so. 
Will the same fertilizer I have do for 
oats, say 150 pounds per acre, on fair 
land sown in February, about the 20th, 
or would you advise something else? 

Answer—The ingredients that you have 
already on-hand are of the right char- 
acter to make any sort of a formula for 
any kind of crop; but the amounts that 


for a crop of cotton. 

I advise, as I have often done, the use 
of formula No. 2 for cotton, which has 
been published a good many times in the 
bulletins of the experiment station, and 
often repeated in the columns of The 
That formula is as follows:

This amount would be enough for about 
four acres of your land. Now, you wish 
to use kainit instead of muriate of pot- 
ash. You have only to use four times as 
much Kainit, or 300 founds instead of the 
75 pounds of muriate of potash. This 
would make the formula read as follows:

And the amount should be applied to the 
same area as if muriate of potash had 
been used, viz: to about four acres. So, 
you sec, you have not enough acid phos- 
phate to cover the 15 acrés that you wish 
to put in cotton. 

The same formula is not advised for 
oats, or for any other crop. For oats, I 
would mix it as follows, stustituting 
Kainit (as you seem to have it on hand) 
in place of muriate of potash: 


Acid phosphate (14 per cent)....1,000 lbs. 
Cotton seed meal .. «+ os os oe «21,000 ~ 
Kainit.. aor . -.t,000 


Hf you propose to apply the fertilizer 
for oats in the drill, |] would much prefer 
to use 250 pounds of muriate of potash 
instead of 1,000 pounds kainit, because 
the large quantity of salt that is in 
kainit is apt to kill the oat seed. The 
above amount would be enough for at 
least five acres of oats. 

The trouble with: most farmers is in 
trying to get along with too light an 
application of fertilizer to accomplish the 
purpose intended. If-your land will make 
1,000 to 1,200 pounds of seed cotton per 
acre with fhe help of only ‘200 pounds of 
8:4 acid and 100 paunds of cotton meal, 
by adding the formula above to about 
four acres, or in that proportion, you 
ought to bring it up to a production of 
not less than one bale to the acre. It 
will certainly cost you less per pound to 
make a bale and upward of cotton to 
the acre than to make 1,200 or 1,300 
pounds of seed cotton per acre. In other 
words, the larger the yleld you may 
secure by liberal fertilizing (within rea- 
sonable limits), e less the cotton will 
cost you per pound. 

For years past I have been insisting on 
liberal fertilizing of comparatively smal} 
areas, instead of spreading over a large 
area a smal] amount of fertilizer. By 
liberal fertilizing you secure a larger 
percentage of cotton as the result of the 
fertilizer, in comparison with that pro- 
Guced by the land itself, and under or- 
dinary circumstances the cotton produced 
by the fertilizers costs nothing more than 
the cost of the fertilizer, and cost of 
picking the cotton, because the cotton 
produced by the unassisted land js neces- 
sarily chargeable with aff the expenses 
of cultivation. 

You certainly need a better variety of 
cotton. I send you copies of bulletin 63 
and also press bulletin 46, from which 
you may sélect a better variety . 


FORMULA FOR COTTON. 

S. E. P., Mullins, 8S. C.—I have a field 
that was planted this year in corn. The 
corn rows was 5 feet a part and two 
rows of peas to each row. of corn made 
a good crop of peavines, but few peas. 
The land is poor, and of a flowing na- 
ture, with some hard bottom land in 
the field. I want to plant it.in cotton 
next year, and will turn the peavines 
under in January if the weather) per- 
mits with a two-horse plow. What 
king of fertilizer would you use, and how 
much to an acre, and how would you 
apply the fertilizer. Please advise me, 
and oblige. 

Answer—Use formula No. 2, which fg 
have so often published in our bulletins 
and in the Farmers’ department of The 
Constitution. That formula is as fol- 
lows: 

1,000 pounds of acid phosphate, per 
cent. 

700 pounds of cotton seed meal, 

75 pounds of muriate of potash. 

In lieu of the muriate of potash, 
you find it more convenient, you may 
use four times as much kalinit. I would 
use not ‘less than 400 pounds of the 
above per acre, or put the whole amount 
of it on about four acres. Of course, if 
you substitute kainit the amount will

there can be no doubt) it is also an ad- 
vantage to stimulate a vigorous growth 
of the oat plants from the very start... It 
is somewhat analogous to growing young 
animals for the slaughter eight or ten 
months ahead. It would be poor policy 
to withhold a generous supply of food 
during the early months of their growtn, 
compelling them to ‘‘root hog. or die,’’ 
with a view to putting them on full al- 
lowance a month or two before ‘‘kill- 
ing time.’’ 

Nitrate of soda may be very properly 
withheld until March, or such time as 
the weather conditions and season of the 
year conspire to induce a vigorous and 
rapid growth. If applied at the time of 
sowing much of the nitrogen of the ni- 
trate may be lost by leaching before the 
plants can assimilate it. There is no 
objection to applying a small quantity 
ef nitrate at sowing time; but most of 
the nitrogen supply should be presented 
at that time in the form of cotton seed 
meal. or other organic form, in which it 
is more slowly available and not so 
liable to leach out and pass away. 

Have you not read the several articles 
advising the sowing of oats in October, 
in “open’ furrows,” giving at the same 
time a suitable formula and detailed di- 
rections? (I send you copy of Press Bul- 
letin No. 45 for your information.)

I 
have 10 tons 16 per cent acid phosphate, 
i2 tons C. §S. meal and will buy either 
muriate or sulphate of potash or kainit 
Please advise how and what proportion 
to mix and when and how much to ap- 
Ply per acre to obtain the desired re- 
sult. 

Answer—It would be rather a large in- 
crease in production to force a yield wf 
one bale to the acre in one year by the 
use of commercial fertilizers, but you 
may succeed in doing so if the seasons 
prove to be favorable. I see no reason, 
in the deseription you give of the land. 
to advise any modification of Formula 
No. 2, so often advised in these eco'- 
umns, for cotton on upland soils, as 
follows: 1,000 pounds of 14 per cent 
acid phosphate (or equivalent), 700 
pounds cotton seed meal and 75 pounds 
of muriate of potash. Il would apply 
the whole of the formula to not more 
than three acres, putting all in the bed- 
ding furrow, running a_ scooter plo-wv 
through it and bedding up. With {6 
per cent aciq phosphate you should yse 
but 875 pounds, instead of 1,000. You 
will find the muriate the cheapest source 
of potash as a rule. Wiether 600 
pounds per acre would increase 
yield by
